Truck License For . 
Grain Hauling Available 


Special EK License Issued to Truck 

Owners of © and D Classes 

New truck licenses for the hauling 
for the hauling of grain only, called 
class KE, are available from’ Wednes- 
day, Aug. 1. 

Truck oWners who now have class 
© or ¢lass D licenses may obtain a 
class E license upon application to 
the deputy provincial secretary, Ed- 
monton, Or to the department office, 
Calgary. The cost of class FE license 
‘is one-fourth the regular fee charg- 
ed for class Lb freight bicense. The 
old C or D plates are to be retained 
by the owner, and the new E plates 
attached to them. 

Class C licenses are issued to mer- 
chants for the hauling of their own 
good, and class D is a farmer's li- 
cense for hauling*his own freight or 
produce. If truck owners of C or D 
classification wish to haul grain for 
hire they must obtain a class EB ii- 
cense,

Samples Gathered” by ‘Hand are 
Small and ShrivelledSome Fields 
Will Grade Well — Binding Has 
Started ; ae

Samples taken from flelds of grain 


indicate that most’ of the wheat har-| 


vested In the Bassano district this 
fall will be of a low grade, 

A few fields of grain ylelded a fair 
sample, but most of the crop is of a 
quality inferior to the average grade 
obtained by local farmers, 


The kernels are small and shrivel- ( 


led, and on the appearance of the 
samples gathered by hand it js es- 
timated they will weigh less than 65 
pounds to the bushel. * 

Hot, scorching winds when the 
grain was in the soft dough are 
blamed for the poor grade of grain. 


Unable to withstand the drouth and |} 


searing west winds, the wheat ker- 
rels shnivelled as though they had 
been frozen, 

Some early sown fields are expect- 
ed to yleld 12 to 14 bushels an acre 
of good grade wheat, but two thirds 
of the acreage jn this district will 
yield far below that figure, and the 


grade will be the lowest ever har- 
vested. 

Cutting with the binder started 
this week. Near Crowfoot the farm- 


ers are cutting with the binder and 
the grain is sald to be stooking up 
well. On the whole, Crowfoot crops 
are better than those in the vicinity 
of Bassano. .
